Him, for thou^ you cannot see Him yet He sees you." He said, "Inform me about the Hour." He (the Prophet) said, 
"About that the one guestioned knows no more than the guestioner." So he said, "WeU, inform me about it's signs." 
He said, "They are that the slave-girl will give birth to her mistress and that you will see the barefooted ones, the 
naked, the destitute, the herdsmen of the sheep (competing with each other) in raising lofty buildings." Thereupon 
the man went off. I waited a while, and then he (the Prophet) said, "O 'Umar, do you know wdio that guestioner 
was?" I replied, "Allah and His Messenger know better." He said, "That was Jibril. He came to teach you your 
religion."

I said, "O Messenger of AUah, teU me of an act which wiU take me into Paradise and will keep me away from the 
Hellfire." He (peace and blessings of AUah be upon him) said, 'You have asked me about a great matter, yet it is easy 
for him for whom AUah makes it easy: worship AUah, without associating any partners with Him; establish the 
prayer; pay the zakat; fast in Ramadhan; and make the pilgrimage to the House." Then he (peace and blessings of 
AUah be upon him) said, "ShaU I not guide you towards the means of goodness?
